Geneva, September 7.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—With a hopeful 
start made in settling the supreme 
problem of European security, the 
sixth assembly of the league of na- 
tions took up its work today in an 
atmosphere of confidence and with the 
conviction that world peace can be 
placed on a solid foundation. 

This spirit of optimism dominated 
the discourses delivered by Paul Pain- 
leve, premier of France, who called 
the assembly to order, and by Senator 
Raoul Dandurand, of Canada, whom 
the assembly elected its president. The 
same spirit seemed to radiate both in- 
side and outside the assembly hall as 
statesmen from 50 lands established 
their first contact of the session to 
review the world’s affairs.

Rome, Ga., September 7.—(Spe- 
clal.}—-The continued drouth has not 
hurt industrial Rome in the slightest 
degree. The only curtailment in op- 
eration has been in the acquiesence 
of Rome manufacturers to the request 
of the power companies, that as many 
as possible operate at night, in order 
to aid the balance of the state. 

There is not a factory that has 
stopped a wheel in Rome, nor is there 
any indication that aewheel will be 
slowed up. Several firms are run- 
ning at night, making the load in the 
other parts of the state easier for the 
power companies and proving the ever 
readiness of industrial Kome to co- 
operate for the general benefit of this 
section of the state. 

While the water supply in many 
cities several times Jarger than Kome. 
as well as smaller towns, has been 
eut down and in some instances, turn- 
ed in for only part of the day. that 
of Rome has not failed in a single in- 
stance and will not fail. 

The lock and dam at the Coosa 
river assures a depth of water in the 
Oocstanaula at all times for safe op- 
eration of the city pumps, while the 
larger streams of the county and ser- 
tion have to date shown very little 
etfect of the lack of rain. 

During August the rainfall 
only one-fifth of an inch below that 
of August last year. A test made on 
one of Rome's largest water supplies 
proves the fact that they have not 
been hurt. 

In making a test of Dyke's creek 
for the site of a prospective manufac- 
turing plant, it developed that 2,200.- 
(HK) gallons of water flow through its 
undercurrent in 24 hours. This test 
was made several weeks ago, and 
three days ago, after a drouth affect- 
ing the state for three or four months. 
the stream was found to be supplying 
well over 24000,000 gallons of water 
in 24 hours, 

In. addition 
factories have 
shift to relieve the strain on power 
eompanies, the Massachusetts mills’ 
big electric plant at Lindale has been 
working at night, supplying 500 horse- 
power to reinforce the power distrib- 
uted from this point.

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OF TOBACAD SOLD 


That the tobacco crop in Georgia 
this year will total 47,500,000. pounds 
which will sell for an average price 
of 15 cents per pound, yielding a 
total to the growers of $7,360,000, the 
prediction made by Dr. E. C. West- 
brook, tobacco specialist of the State 
College of Agricultuge, in The Con- 
stitution 10 days ago, is indicated by 
the figures announced Monday by 
Peter V. Rice, statistician of tobacco, 
for the state department of agricul- 
ture. 

The report shows that a total of 
4,925,483 pounds were sold on the 
floor of Georgia warehouses last week, 
at an averar2 of 12.04 cents per 
peund. The report says that fog the 
season, 43,794,521 pounds have been 
sold at an average of 14.86 cents for 
a total of $6,507.827.35. 

The sales are expected to continue 
at some of the warehouses for about 
10 days yet, the sales to increase the 
number of pounds to near the 50- 
million pound—$7,000,000 mark fore- 
casted for the entire season. 

That there are still several million 
moge pounds of tobacco stoted in the 
barns yet to be sold, is indicated by 
the fact that quite a number of grow- 
ers are so busy picking cotton, dur- 
ing the open weather that they have 
put off hauling their tobacco to the 
warehouse.

Is First Big Problem Facing 
' Coolidge Upon His Return

Case Will Assume Im- 


mediate Precedence 


When President Returns 
to Capital This Week. 


BY THOMAS L. STOKES. 
Washington, September 
case of Colonel “Billy” Mitchell, 
with its many ramifications, has as- 
sumed such importance that it will 
be foremost of several problems to 
concern President Coolidge when 
returns here to his desk this week, 
The wheels will begin to move in 
preliminary action here Tuesday, when 
Acting Secretary of War Davis re- 
turns to the capital. Whether Davis 
will await a report from Major Gen- 
eral Ernest Hinds, commander of the 
Eighth corps area, where Mitchell is 
stationed, or will send orders to Hinds 
to proceed with the investigation has 
not been disclosed. 

Hinds’ first action will be to secure 
a formal affirmation or denial from 
Mitchell of his charges, a VYechnical 
procedure, Either upon hisjown in- 
itiative, or upon orders from here, he 
will then investigate the charg@s, and 
report to the war department. 

Two Courses Open. 

Under army regulations, two courses 
are open to the war department, a 
court-martial or a reprimand, the lat- 
ter to come either from president, the 
secretary of war, or Major General 
John L. Hines, chief of staff of the 
army. It is generally believed that 
Mitchell will be arrested and court- 
martialed. 

If he is convicted under a charge of 
conduct unbecoming an officer, one 
form of court-martial, he would be 
dismissed from the service. If, on 
the -otber hand, he were tried and con- 
victed on charges of conduct to the 
prejudice of good order and discipline, 
the other general form of court-mar- 
tial, he might be punished in any 
number of ways, including reduction 
in rank. 

Coolidge To Be Consulted. 

While it has been denied that Pres- 
if_ent Coolidge wilh intervene directly 
in the situation, but will let the war 
department handle the case, it is but 
natural that the president will be con- 
sulted and will direct activities from

behind the scenes, particularly because 
of the connection of Secretary of the 
Navy Wilbur, a member of the cabi- 


net. 
As the charges of the fiery air 


officer hit directly at conduct of the) 


war and navy departments, and thus 
indirectly at the administration, the 
case will assume immediate prece- 
dence over other pending problems, 
including coming debt negotiations, 
selection of a new Japanese ambgs- 
sador and other matters to which 
Coolidge must turn his attention 
when he returns here. 

There was no official development 
here Monday in the Mitchell case, in 
the absence of Davis. However, there 
was a reaction from the capitol on 
the Shenandoah disaster, in an an- 
nouncement from Senator King, of 
Utah, democrat, that he intended to 
introduce a resolution when congress 
convenes in December demanding an 
investigation of that accident and 
others. 

“There is no question in my mind 
but that this recent series of disasters 
is due to incompetence, negligence and 
misadministration,” King said. “The 
navy department needs a_ cleaning 
from top to bottom and the senate 
must do it. 

“These courts of inquiry that the 
navy department is appointing § in 
rapid order are nothing but courts of 
whitewash. ‘They will hear all 
evidence they want to hear and none 
of the evidence they desire to keep 
out,” 

Sees Politics in Flight. 

King said he believed politics was 
involved in the flight tof the Shen- 
andoah. 

“Of course, they would send fhe 
Shenandoah westward through the 
dangerous storm belt to awe citizens 
with the accomplishments of the ad- 
ministration,” he declared. “I don’t 
think anyone will deny that politics 
is involved. 

“I have fought for years against 


useless expenditure of money for the,

“I am interested in the navy and, 
like Colonel Mitchell,, want to see it 
progress.

London, September 7.—(?)—Ten 
million Americans are “dead against 
Darwin,” Geerge MacCready Price, 
professor of geology at Union College, 
Neb., whose speech attacking the evo- 
lutionary thecry was shouted down 
Jast night, esserted today in an inter- 
view defending his position, 

“Dr. Price spoke last night at a meet- 
ing over which Earl Russell presided. 
Iiis audience interrupted him fre- 
quently and finally a persistent young 
woman heckler forced him to stop 
speaking. The chairman appealed to 
the audience to permit the speaker 
to continue, but in vain 

“The female of the species, I guess, 
is more deadly than the male.” Pro- 
fessor Price said today in an interview 
given the Evering News, commenting 
on last night’s incident. 

“I guess what I said got under the 
skins. Yon English like to laugh at 


anything American. You don't think 
anything good can come out of Amer- 
ica. Evolution has been accepted here 
in Mngland for 40 or 50 years and now 
they think it must be right.

LAW OBSERVANCE 
HUTCHESON'S PLEA 


Decatur, Ga., September 7.—(Spe- 
cial.) Declaring that the fathers and 
mothers are largely to blame for the 
crowded conditions of our jails and 
penitentiaries, because they fail to 
teach obedience of law to their chil- 
dren, and fhat the lawless situation 
of today is caused by the indifference 
of our best citizens, Judge John B. 
Hutcheson in opening DeKalb county 
superior court here this morning de- 
livered a strong, forceful charge to 
the grand jury. 

Judge Hutcheson, who was listened 
to with rapt attention by the jurors 
and the large crowd present, made a 
plea that a day be named when all 
organizations should stress the impor- 
tance of “law observance.” 

In part, Judge Hutcheson said: 

“Instead of reciting to you the con- 
ditions that confront us, sometimes 
referred to as the ‘crime waye,’ I 


wish to make a departure and not talk 
about law enforcement, but law ob- 
servance, 

Juries Reflect Verdict. 

“As to law enforcement, all agree 
that each county has just about the 
variety of law enforcement that the 
juries of that couuty wish. And the 
juries reflect in their vyerdiet just 
about the prevailing dominant thought 
in their respective community. 

“Judging from thé daily papers and 
the crowded dockets of our criminal 
courts, crime is on the increase. No 
section seéms to be exempt from the 
lawless element. Conditions in Geor- 
gla are no worse than in Maine and 
New York, Ohio and California. 

“But that should be no consolation 
to us. 

“It is not so much the question of 
law enforcement that needs our at- 
tention as law observance. 

“All agree that the home is the 
seat of the first government in a 
child’s life. And every child born into 
the world is an autpcerat, and he recog- 
nizes the right of no one unless he 
is restrained; and some of us never 
get over it entirely, 

“Therefore the fathers and mothers 
are largely to blame for the crowded 
conditions of our jails and peniten- 
tiaries because they failed in teaching 
obedience of law to their children. 

“And another thing that contrib- 
utes largely to the lawless condition 
of today is indifference of our best 
citizens; and, in my opinion, condi- 
tions will not improve until we arouse 
the moral conscience of our people. 
People who act without thinking 
sometimes become a mob and make 
mistakes; but if you can get them to 
think calmly and dispassionately, then 
when they make up their mind you 
~e trust them to do about the right 
thing.
